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are worth. Instead of judges being obliged to force handlers to 
put their dogs where the birds are, we dad the thing regulates 
Itself, and each handler Is anxious to get his dog there as soon as 
possible. Neither handler wastes hie time nor that of tile judges 
or the spectators, for If be should, he Is wasting the golden op¬ 
portunity. It must not be understood that this Is “a race be¬ 
tween men," for there are demerits that hold In check any dispo¬ 
sition to scramble. As no one can hare a chance to win, without 
taking a chance to lose, speed becomes of a necessity so tempered 
with caution that promptness only la commendable. This Is 
just as it should be. Two dogs should be turned down and 
hunted together for all they are worth, each handler determined 
to win If be can. If one handler Instead of attending to his own 
business loses his heat through attempting to attend to some one 
else’s business, the winner of the heat is not responsible. If one 
dog from being Improperly broken or from any cause whatever, 
loses a heat to a better broken or more fortunate dog, the hand¬ 
ler of the winner Ib not responsible for the other’s loss. One's 
neglect should never reflect upon another. No handler Is re¬ 
sponsible for what another haudler does not do at a field trial. 

The rules are for everybody, and Ignorance of the law Is not 
excusable under the law. The rules are broad and comprehensive. 
If a handler chooses to bunt his dog “for all he Is worth," no one 
obj-cta; If Instead he prefers to waste bis time by arguing with 
the judges, or thrashing bis dog, it is alone Ids fault, BDd while 
It. may be In order to consider what the beaten dog might have 
done, it Is out of order to throw mud at the man who had the 
good sense to behave himself and make the most of 
his time. The fact Is, a man has no time to fool 
away under the present system of conducting field 
trials, and at the same time a mere tyro Is on a more equal footing 
with a professional than under any system heretofore used. The 
whole trick of the thing consists in an absence of all tricks. A 
man has simply to hunt his own dog and let the other handler 
and hts dog alone. Of course there must be a competition be¬ 
tween the dogs, and this cannot be unless the handlers hunt, their 
dogs to the best of their ability. It Is all very well to talk about 
gentlemanly handlers, but what would a trial amount to It this 
courtesy was carried to the extent In the field, that it Is on paper. 
The only courtesy one man can show another, Is to attend to 
bis own dog, and let the other handler attend to hU. No man 
with whom I ran In the Eastern trials can truthfully say I made 
any remarks about his dog, to the judges, or lu hearing of the 
judges. 1 am sorry I cannot say this much of some of the men 
who ran with me; and If by attending to my own business I 
gained a little time, It was no more than wbat I was fairly en¬ 
titled to. A competition between dogs at a field trial la not ex¬ 
pected to be the little hunt for fan that some would have us be¬ 
lieve. It might be compared toa geutlemau’s hurdle race; aud 
It would be just as sensible to say an expert rider shoald stop at 
one of the hurdles and let bis compantous over before him as to 
say a handler should bold his dog In for the benefit of another. 
A gentleman following houDds might wait for his companion; so 
might a gentleman In the field exteud courtesies that a man has 
no right to expect In a competition. , 

There Is such a thing as taking advantage of an opponent In 
almost any kind of a contest, but by a careful examination of 
the rules used at ItoblD’s Island It will he found the Interest of 
every one was so guarded, It would have been difficult to have 
gone astray without bavlog suffered for It. The plan Is built 
upon the principle that in order to wId, you must take a chance 
to lose. Take the question of‘'circling” for Instance; there can 
he no possible objection to It in any way It might be construed. 
A man may hunt bis dog anywhere he chooses so long as the 
other dog Is not pointing. If one dog polDts he takes the chance 
of getting a false point, and If the other refuses to back he is 
sure to get penalized for It, and If he is “ circled " ahead of a dog 
pointing he loots for not backing , and gets no credit for stealing the 
point which is credited to the other dog. This is the only foul way 
a dog could be ^'circled," and as a dog would have nothing to 
gain, and everything to lose, I wonder how any man who had 
ever reads set of field trial rules ctuld entertain such an Idea; 
the thing Is absurd on Its face. The Forest and Stream does not 
charge this exactly, but they Infer with childlike simplicity that 
Nat would have pointed. That of course will always be an open 
question A mutter of fact Is, that Gladstone did point, and up 
to now it has not been shown he committed any breach of good 
breeding. The Fond and Stream simply say Gladstone was cir¬ 
cled. They admit Nat pointed, and I hey say Gladstone backed. 
They say Nat was ordered on, and Gladstone was sent on. Will 
any gentleman say this Is not the highest order of field trial 
etiquette on the part of Gladslone? If I was disposed to raise a 
Dew issue I would ask what right had Nat's handler to order him 
on! If he was pointing, he should discover himself whether or 
not his point was true or false. (See Rule). After he had been 
ordered on, and went on (according to Forest and Stream) what 
should Gladstone have done) What In ordinary everyday field 
shooting should any dog have done! Whv, any decent dog would 
have gone on also. If It was proper for Gladstone to have gone 
on, It was proper for him to have gone where he chose, or where 
his baodler chose to send him. 

It seems to me, and I think sportsmen of any experience will 
agree with me, that a bird Is cither dog's bird until It Is pointed. 
When one dog points,the other’s only duty Is to back, whether the 
point be true or false. If the dog pointing moves on of bis own 
accord, the dog backing may move np also, and Is not expected 
to stop until the other stops, and when both are moving one is 
as much entitled to find the birds as the other. It may be said 
the dog first pointing Is entitled to the find, but I say he has 
taken no chance of losing anything, and why should he be 
credited with what has not been demonstrated. Who shall say 
he Is not at fault In bis drawings. Evidently the dog Is not him¬ 
self positive, or he would make a positive point. If he 
boa an old trail he has the natural advantage of being ahead of 
the dog that bocks him, and that dog to puss him must, of a 
necessity, take a great chance of flushing. If the dog In the 
lead knows anything of birds ahead, as Indicated to the other 
dog by his actions. It Is Ills privilege to g> to them; If he does 
not choose to do so, It’s the privilege of the other dog to go for 
him. A point Is never earned until It is made, and the true 
field trial etiquette, or the sportsmanlike manner of which so much 
la said, and so little is known, Is based upon the simple theory 
that a brace of dogs trained and polished to perfection would 
work ss It. were, like a machine, without being directed or In¬ 
structed what to do. With such a brace of dogs, what would 
he expected In relation to the question uoder consideration. 
Throwing the dogs thoroughly upon their own resources, they 
would both bunt until one pointed, the other would then back. 
If the one pointing moved on, should not the other move on 
sIboI The rule In relation to backing Is based upon this theory 
wheo It says, no dog shall be expected to back another uuless he 
stands, and Is motionless. The rule Is correct; so la the theory. 
No one would have his dog come rushing up and pass the dog 
that had just broken his point; and why) Simply becauae be 
would be apt to flush the birds the other dog was trying to make 
out. Applying this to the " circling'' business, does any one 
think I would be such a consummate fool as to force my dog 
ahead of another la a field trial under circumstances, which In an 
ordinary day’s shooting would prompt a man to bold hts dog 
back for fear of a flush! 


Whether two dogs runnlDg In a field trial or two dogs hunted 
by two sportsmen In an ordinary dBy’s shooting, are polished 
performers or not, the etiquette of the matter Is that they shall 
proceed up n that theory, and viewed from the pinnacle of per¬ 
fection they are thoroughly Independent of each other,- and each 
Is entitled to the full field, except*,when one Is polnKng. Then 
the other lakes a modest back until the one pointing moves; 
and wheo he does the one which was backing has the right to 
go to the right or, to the left; he Is attending to his own business, 
and If he chooBes to go straight ahead, what right has the other 
dog to expect be will hold on until he has found ( the one Is at 
work, why should uot the other be at work also; It Is time 
enough for one to stop when the other has found, and not the 
correct thing for oue to wait for the other to find. 

For your sake, Mr. Steel, I have gone Into this field trial 
problem at some length, knowing you could never get a solution 
from the present kennel reporter of Forest and Stream. It Is 
true I am uot responsible for hts Ignorance In not being able 
to understand, to Us breadth, the simple problem as stated. It 
Is like a problem In mathematics to him, that be cannot under¬ 
stand; but because he cannot solve It himself he has no right 
to say It Is wrong. I do not mean to cast a reflection upon his 
readers, for as pupils look up to their teacher, It is to be expected 
when a teacher says a problem Is wrong, that he knows whereof 
be speaks, and although the pupil might be able to solve what 
his teacher cannot understand, the pupil takes it for granted his 
teacher Is his superior In Information, and the pupil Is exci Bed 
for not takiug bis statement without asking a reason beyond 
that. 

The whole thing In a nutshell Is; The reporter of Forest and 
Stream was not qualified when he wrote as he did of Gladstone 
and Nat. Through hts ignorance honest men have been made to 
suffer; and to satisfy hts Ignorance, malice and jealousy, we are 
asked to destroy pure principles that he“cannot comprehend. 
The jockeylDg he prates of iB a thing that cannot exist under 
the present field trial system. Tljp only disagreeable features 
are under the jurisdiction ol the judgeB; these were not consid¬ 
ered of sufficient Importance by them to claim their attention; 
there were some slight Irregularities, nevertheless, and I am 
sure they were anDoytog to the judges As they have never ap¬ 
peared In Forest and Stream, I can name them If Mr. Steel cares 
to know wbat they are. C. B. WntTFono. 

In the Bench-Legged Beagle a Basset! 


Ckbston, Iowa. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field: —The action of Dr. Twaddell, who 
judged the beagle class at the last Pittsburgh ahow, In making a 
separate class of, and awarding prizes to certain dogs, as Mary¬ 
land beuch-legged beagles, seema to have aroused a spirit of crit¬ 
icism among some of your correspondents, more especially Beagle, 
who In the Cnicsoo Field of February 26, objects to the use of 
the prefix Maryland, and wishes to know how gentlemen can 
breed such ' deformed" dogs, and win with them. The same 
writer further suggests that, possibly, Dr. Maddux and General 
Bond, who own some of the dogs In question, may have crossed 
the "little straight-leg beagle with the dachshund’’and so pro¬ 
duced these strangers. 

If my Information concerning these dogs Is correct (and I may 
say here that I write from Information only, never havlDg seen 
them), such cannot have been their origin, as the crooked con¬ 
formation of the leg differs entirely from that of the dachshund. 
This beltct is also confirmed by your report of the Pittsburgh 
show, which says their "legs turned out at the feet, similar to 
the legs of a piano." 

Your special reporter at that show also says, In commenting 
upon the action of the Association In adopting the name “Amer¬ 
ican bBocb-legged beagles“We consider the word American 
not only superfluous, but absolutely wrong, as these dogs came 
originally from England, and can be found there now, a sepa¬ 
rate and distinct type of beagles." 

Knowing your accuracy upon all questions concerning the dog, 
I began to look among the Eugllsh writers for some mention of 
this peculiar variety, and like your correspondent Beagle, I found 
that Stonehenge made no mention of them. In the American 
edition of Stonehenge, at page 64, I read, “The true beagle, like 
the old harrier, Is now almost entirely displaced by dwarf speci¬ 
mens of the foxhound, or by crosses with It In varying propor¬ 
tions," and this but confirmed what I have often thought, that 
the modern beagle has outgrown bis original uses, which were 
entirely confined to the running of rabbits and other game, not 
demanding great speed. Their magnificent scenting powers 
enabled them to follow the trail over any description of ground, 
while their speed was not so great as to drive the game away 
from the vicinity of the sportsman 

I am Informed that in these, as I understand them, original 
qualities of the beagle proper, lies the superiority of the bench¬ 
legged variety over the modern straight-leg beagle, that Is, an 
equal nose, but less speed. The beagle was originally bred, as 
Gervase Markham tells us, “for delight only, being of curiouB 
scents, and passing cunning in their huDttng, for the most part 
tiring, but seldom killing the prey.” 

My Investigations In regard to the bench-legged variety, how¬ 
ever, were without result, until I came to British Dogs, by Hugh 
Dalzlel, in which work, in the chapter on beagles, at page 82, I 
found this passage: “The beautiful short-legged basset of 
France, the dachshund of Germany,aDd the peculiar Swedish bea- 
' gle, are but branches of the odc family.” On the next page of 
the same work I found "Chapter XIV—The Basset,” from which 
I will make a few extracts. “Any bound, which stands lower 
than sixteen Inches (no matter hts ‘provincial’ breed) Is called In 
France and In Belgium a basset. * * * * The vast army of 
French and Belgium bassets may be divided Into three grand 
classes, viz., bassets a Jambet droites, straight-legged; ditto, a 
jambes demi-iorses, with forelegs half crooked; and ditto, ajatu¬ 
bes torses, forelegs fully crooked. All well bred bassets have 
long, pendulous ears, and bound’s heads; but the crooked-legged 
breeds show always better points In these respects than the 
straight-legged ones, simply because, when a man wishes to 
breed a good basset a jambes torses, be is obliged to be very care¬ 
ful In selecting the stock to breed from, if be does not wlBh bis 
experiment to end In falluie; for should there be the slightest 
admixture of foreign blood, the ‘bar sinister' will be at once 
shown In the forelegs. Hence the bassets a jambes torses show, 
as a rule, far better properties thau tbelr congeners. 

“ In build the basset a Jambes torses is long In the barrel, aud 
Is very low on his pins; bo much so, that, when hunting, he liter¬ 
ally drags bis loog ears on the ground. He Is the slowest of 
bounds, and bU value as such cannot be over-estimated. Ills 
style of buntiog Is peculiar, Inasmuch that he will have his own 
way, and each one tries for himself; aDd If one of them finds 
and‘says’so, the others will not blindly follow him and give 
tongue, simply because he does (as some hounds, accustomed to 
work In packs, are apt to do), but, on the coutrary, they are slow 
to acknowledge the alarm given, and will Investigate the matter 
for themselves. * * * * * In this manner It Is not un¬ 
common to see the little hounds, when following a mazy track, 
crossing each other’s route without paying any attention to one 
another; and, In short, each of them works as if he were alone. 
This style I attribute to their slowness, to their extremely del¬ 


icate powers of scent, and to their Innate stubborn confidence In 
tbelr own powers. 

“ I have oow several clever bassets a jambes torses, tn my 
mind’s eye, and their general description would be about as fol¬ 
lows: Height between ten Inches and fifteen Inches at shoulder, 
longleb barrels, very crooked forelegs, with little more than an 
Inch or two of daylight between the knees, stout thighs, gsy 
sterns, conical heads, long faces, ears long enough to overlap each 
other by an Inch or two (aDd more sometimes) when both are 
drawn over the nose, heavy-beaded rather, with square muzzles, 
pleuty of flews and dewlap, eyes deep set under heavy wrinkles, 
forepaws wide and well turned out, roarklogs hare-pled and white, 
black, tan and white, tan and white, black with tan eyebrows, and 
tan legs and belly, etc ; In short, alt the varieties of hound 
markings will be found among them. They have excellent 
tODgues for their size, and when In good training and good con¬ 
dition they will hunt every day, and seem to thrive on It. They 
are very fond of the gun, and many are cunning enough to ‘ring’ 
the game, If missed when breaking covert, back again to the 
guns until It Is shot. Some of these bassets are so highly prized 
that no amount of money will buy them, and as a breed, It mBy 
safely he asserted that It is probably the purest now In existence 
In France. They hunt readily deer, roebuck, wild boars, wolves, 
foxes, bares, rabbits, elc., but tf entered exclusively for one 
Bpecies of quarry and kept to it, they never leave It to run riot 
after anything else. I have seen one, when hunting a hare In a 
park, running through fifty rabbits, and never nottctDg them. 
They go slowly, and give you plenty of time to take your station 
for a shot—hence their great value lu the estimation of shooters.” 

I have been Induced to quote in exlenso from this author, from 
the fact that this chapter on bassets proved to me, wbat I hope 
It may also prove to a large number of your readers, very Inter¬ 
esting. 

Having, as I stated at the outset, never seen the American 
bench legged beagle, I cannot state positively whether or not they 
couform to the description herein given of the basset; but It is 
my belief that Investigation will show them to belong to that 
breed. If bo, they are certaluly a very valuable addition to our 
list of hUntlDgdoge, and a place should be made for them at our 
future bench Bhows. Cannot some of your many readers In 
Maryland, where these dogs are now owned, give us “ folks out 
West” an accurate description of them, and their origin I I have 
an Idea that, the bench-legged beagle or basset will fill a vacancy 
that has existed since the beagle has been bred for larger size 
and greater speed. 

One more quotation from this chapter on bassets, and I will 
close this, 1 fear, too lengthy article. The writer Is comparing 
the merits of the straight snd crooked-legged bassets, and says; 
“For fast fun, exercise, and music—ihey," the straight legged— 
“ will do; but for actual shooting commend me to the basset a 
jambes torses. With such a little hound, If he knows you, and 
understands your ways, you are bound to bag, and alone he will 
do the work of ten ordinary hounds, and in truth, there are few 
things more exciting to the sportsman than to bear bis lonely 
crooked-legged companion merrily, slowly, but surely, bringing 
his quarry to gun. Some of the pleasantest moments of my life 
have been thus spent; aud once, having shot two wolves that bad 
been led out to me by a basset a jambes (orses, I fairly lifted up 
the little beggar to my breast aDd bugged him, and I called him 
a pet and a dear, and all that aort of bosh, and I thought that In 
all my life I bad never seen a pluckier and cleverer little fellow."

Rules and Programme or Our Field Trials. 


New Brighton, Pa. 

Editor Chicaoo Field :—Havlog been Interested In field 
trials since their Inauguration In this country, at Memphis, Tenu., 
tn 1S74, and having taken part In three under the heat system, 
I think to change from It back to the old five opportunity plan, 
inadvisable. I do not speak from actual experience, as I never 
ran doge under the old "tlre-you-to death plan.” But belDg a 
careful observer of things In which I feel an Interest, and havlDg 
discussed the merits and demerits of both plans on various occa¬ 
sions with Intelligent and observing sportsmen, I feel at least 
competent to pass an opinion, and may be pardoned by your 
readers for offering s few suggestions and changes In our pres¬ 
ent rules, which I am fully satisfied are far from perfect. 

The main objection to the old rules was, that dogs were not 
put down upon equal ground, nor was the time of day at which 
a dog was ordered down, taken Into consideration. A Ilu6h was 
a flush; a point a point; no nutter on what kind of ground, or 
be it early morning, or two o’clock in the afternoon, and I am 
told that many*a good dog’s chances were jeopardized by being 
unfortunate, and compelled to ruu Ills race during the beat of 
the day. All sportsmen are aware that time of day, or tempera¬ 
ture of different days during these trials, influences for good or 
bad a dog's work. 

Another great objection was, the time occupied,when a shrewd 
handler, finding birds bad settled In a bad spot, worked his dog 
so that hours and days were occupied In exhausting hla five 
opportunities, and remember such dog often had no earthly 
chance to wio. 

Another drawback (and now I step on tender ground) was, 
that an old, Blow, caullous dog, a dog with a fair nose, but a pot- 
tercr, one that bad served his usefulness, and had become what 
we call a good pheaeant dog on our Pennsylvania bills, this fel¬ 
low Is cast off, trots or paces, whatever you may call his gait, and 
makes his five points. Ah, says the sportsman “that Is the kind 
of a dog I want, one that points." So do f, my friend, but we 
are now on the old five-point system. 

Jones’ dog, a brilliant young dog, has just been ordered up. 
He bad got two beautiful points on singles, made two flushes 
down wind, and to end hts career, flushed the bevy that the next 
dogs were ordered down od. They settle In a grassy swale, and 
“old timer” goes to work and getshts five points. The brilliant 
young dog, only In his second season, Bbowed nose, was staunch, 
backed, etc. Ask the sportsmen who followed them, which Is the 
belter dog. Yet under the old rules of elxty-slx points, I believe that 
was the total; "old timer" has scored twenty-five for five points; 
a few for quartering, backing and retrieving, and wloa the race, 
Jones’dog found the covey “old timer” made five points on, 
and he would have made forty. “Old timer” couldn’t run on to 
them because he walked. 

On the other baDd, I do not claim perfection for the 
heat system, as adopted by the National American Kcn- 
nej Club, but I do say, In starting out, while Ihe beBt 
dog may not win, a poor dog cannot win UDder these 
rules. It will be Imposslhlei to ever make rules that will 
eliminate all elements of chance; yet experience must point out 
the defects, and let us endeavor to correct them, and then 6elect 
as judges such men as the gentlemen who served at Patoka, Vin¬ 
cennes, and Lancaster. Men whose positions ss sportsmen and 
geutlemen are above the breath of suspicion, who, from experi¬ 
ence, are fitted for the places*, and who deserve the thauka of 
wluners and losers for sacrificing both pleasure aud comfort, 
going many miles with nothing to gain, not even the thanks of 
the average owner or handler. But lam digressing, as I desire 
to point out (In ray oplDton) several weak points In our rules. 

The first one was suggested at Vincennes, in regard to a dog 
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which hud won a heat being Injured or withdrawn, thereby Jeop¬ 
ardizing the chances of hie opponent In getting placed. Thle 
change was referred to the committee on rules, and X hope will bo 
acted upon. 

The other change ie in the clause which provides: That the 
last dog beaten by the winner of flrst prize, shall compete against 
those previously beaten, etc. I would amend with the following: 
The best of the dogs beaten by the flrst prize winner shall be 
drawn by lot, and compete against each other, the winner of the 
final heat to be the second prize wiuuer. The third prize wluner 
to be found la the same rnauner. 

Under Instructions to judges, I would Insert the following 
clause: No dog shall receive anything for pace, ranging, quarter¬ 
ing, obedience aud disposition, unless he earns something under 
the head of pointing. My view In reference to this Is that the 
first requisite is, will he polut? 

Without the above clause, a judge scoring a dog strictly to 
rule, might be compelled to place a dog that will not point at all, 
or has no uose, in fact is not a setting dog in Its true sense, over 
a dog that will point, but has no other redeeming qualities. But 
pointing, belug the first object In view, a dog with all the quali¬ 
fications save pointing, should not be placed over a dog that will 
point, but is no account otherwise; hence 1 suggest the above 
clause la instructions to judges. 

A word in answer to Mr. Wnnmaker. I am in favor of reduc¬ 
ing the stakes to an Aged, or Free-for-AU, and a Derby, also of 
havlug but one judge for each class. My reasons for abolishing 
the Brace Stakes are many. Having but two stakes, the judge 
can give each brace ample time, and fully satisfy himself as to 
which Is the beat of the two; and as, under the heat system, dogs 
are drawn and run In braces, It ts really brace work; but where 
Brace Stakes are run under our rules, It is not really brace work, 
as one dog may be doing all the work,the other one acting as a figure 
head, backing, etc. These two dogs are scored as one, save in 
retrieving. Say the brace scored ninety. The next brace put 
down really do brace work, polntlug and backing alternately, one 
earning as much as the other, but the last brace making two 
points less thau their opponents, they go on the record as having 
scored elghty-elgbt. They are really, as a brace, better dogs than 
their opponents, one of whom was brilliant, the other a duller. 
This has been proven in the lost two National American Kennel 
Clnb trials to my own knowledge. 

I am also in favor of making the Derby open to all 
puppteB whelped In the previous year; say a puppy whelped In 
1880 shall bo eligible for the Derby of 18S1. This will give a dog 
twenty-two mouths old and under a chance to ruu, without com 
petlug w ith the old stagers. Some may argue this will give two 
season doge a chance; yet, under the present rule, which is 
April first, a dog broken in certain localities can be a two-season 
dog eveu at this age. 

I am opposed to abolishing retrieving, or reducing the number 
of points. Some say that retrieving cau be taught any dog, hence 
it should not count much. My experience Is, that where you 
find one good retriever you find ten that are wrongfully called re¬ 
trievers. 

The strongest argument I can advance In Its favor is the one 
used by Its opponents, that it injures the nose, makes them un¬ 
steady, and shot breakers. If such is the case, the non-retriever 
should not complain, as those who Insist on teaching their dogr 
this qualification handicap themselves. 

In conclusion, X hope sportsmen in advancing suggestions or 
changes to our rules may do so with good feeling, and not resort 
to personalities or abuse. Jos. J. Sx ellenburo. 


A Reply to Mr. Coster—Croxteth, Sensation, Bow, Faust, 
Snapshot and Mr. Dilley’s Pointers Reviewed. 

St. Louis, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In your Issue of February 26 there 
appeared an article from Mr. Washington A. Coster, in which 
Mr. DiUey’s pointers are admired very much, and his own are ad¬ 
mired more; but as they are from Mr. Dllley’a stock, the admi¬ 
ration has a reversible action, and works well either way. 

Croxteth Is next brought forward, and placed surreptitiously 
ahead of “all the ‘cracks,’ Bow, Faust, Snapshot, and many 
others," and this after "mature and deliberate consideration.” 

The public is Informed that he has asked Mr. Dllley for the 
use of his Countess Royal for the purpose of breeding her to 
Croxteth, and he gravely writes that he has doubts about having 
any puppies for sale, but adds the saving clause that if he does, 
they will be dog puppies. 

In the ca6e of a professional, this would have much the appear¬ 
ance of a broad, gratuitous advertisement; bat as Mr. Coster 
disclaims all such sordid Intents, such a manifestation of disin¬ 
terestedness under the circumstances, Is very refreshing, in these 
days of worldliness. 

Mr. Coster writes of Croxteth as “combiotngmore, or as many 
crosses, than any other dog of the Sefton blood, of which Leath- 
erhead writes in such deservedly flattering praise." 

Leatherhcad, In oneof his articles on Faust, writes: “Faust's 
pedigree reads, therefore, as a cross of the best of Lord Seftou's 
blood with an inbred Drake strain," etc. Faust Is by Lord 8ef- 
ton's Sam, out of Pilklngton’s Nell, she by champion Drake, ont 
of Sturgeon’s Moll, Bhe also by champion Drake, consequently 
Drake Is sire and grandslre of Faust's dam, aud as Drake had a 
dash of 8efton blood in his breeding, Faust can show Sefton 
blood on both sides of his pedigree. 

Croxteth does not show any Sefton blood iu his pedigree on 
bis sire’s side; and his dam was Macdona's Jane, by Lord Sef- 
ton's Sam, out of his Jilt. Will Mr. Coster please give the ped¬ 
igree of Jilt! 

Faust’s sire being Lord Sefton's Sam, and his dam Bbowlng a 
dash of Sefton blood on both sides of her pedigree, would show 
that Croxteth has not “more or as many crosses than any other 
dog of the SeftOQ blood.” I wish It distinctly understood, how¬ 
ever, that this does not show that Croxteth is not a well bred dog, 
for on the contrary,be has some of the beet blood In his veins that 
England ever produced; but It simply goes to show that Mr. 
Coster made a mistake. 

Mr. Dilley’s dogs may be, aud probably are, all that Mr. Coster 
claims for them. He has a perfect right to admire any dogs he 
chooses, but why should he drag down dogs of known reputation 
to make capital for his, which never made any feature in public 
field competitions! I think I am justified Id saying his, for Mr. 
Coster's Don Royal Is from Mr. Dilley's stock, hence, so far as 
the reputation and success of the strain are concerned, tbelr In¬ 
terests are identical. 

Ranger Is a fine dog, as is also Snapshot, both havlDg a high 
order of beauty, yet there are individuals whose perfection stands 
prominently forth even In a class of the highest grade. There 
are three pointers which In this country never have been beaten, 
to-wlt: FauBt, Bow and Sensation—Bow having beaten both 
Ranger and Snapshot in the champion class at St. Paul. 

Mr. Coster further writes: “When I saw Croxteth at the 
last show, I was greatly disappointed in him; but when I viewed 
him at the late Eastern field trials, my disappointment was turned 
Into admiration; he was almply grand. I have seen all the 
‘cracks,’ Faust, Bow, Snapshot, and many others, but this Is my 
cm did opinion after mature and deliberate consideration.’’ 


Mr. Coster never saw Bow and Faust compete In the East, and 
I think I am correct In saying he never aaw them compete in the 
West, or hunted on game. Will Mr. Coster please name time 
and place he saw them compete at a field trial! or where did he 
see them work on game! That ho has seen them at a bench 
show I do not doubt, but how he could draw a comparison In 
favor of Croxteth's field qualities from having seen Faust and 
Bow on the bench, la too deep for me—barring the prospective 
sale of dog puppies. 

Did Mr. Coster ever hear of Sensation! He also ran at the late 
Eastern trials, in the same stakeB with Croxteth, and ran a good 
race, too, being placed, which, in such a formidable company, 
could not have been done unless ho was a dog of merit. Crox¬ 
teth, although he also ran a good race and showed himself a dog 
of superior field quality, waB not placed. Although showing 
himself an excellent dog, yet the record must stand as it la until he 
demonstrates that he can do better. It waB unfair on the part of 
Mr. Coster to go so far away from home for dogs to make com¬ 
parisons over, when he has material so near. His prejudice 
against Sensation, if he has any, should not extend so far as to 
ignore his merit. 

Quoting again from Mr. CoBter: “I have received most fiat- 
torlng testimonials from a few sportsmen who have availed them¬ 
selves of the blood of my Dou Royal. I say from few sportsmen, 
for be it understood I have not bred for wholesale distribution 
aud pecuniary reward, but solely for quality and honor." It Is 
not so very long since Mr. Coster advertised his dog in the stud 
at a low figure, and If the size of the etud fee was any criterion 
of the value of the blood, he was an acquisition worthy of wider 
fame. If advertising a dog tn the stud Is not as near a “ whole¬ 
sale distribution and pecuniary reward ” aB can be well got at, 
then professional men will have to devise some means to obtaiu 
an Income. Selling puppies, whether dogs or bitches, also Is sup¬ 
posed to be pecuniary. There is nothing dishonorable In this; 
on the contrary, it has been the means of bringing dogs up to their 
present state of perfection; but, to affect the high-toned gentle¬ 
man, above the vulgarities of dog selling, and at the same time 
having an euvlous eye aud a tight band for the [kennel receipts, 
and to deny then that they are pecuniary, Is a self-evident ab¬ 
surdity. 

It is always a noticeable fact that these published good Inten¬ 
tions for the elevation of the dog, cannot be gotten into a tangi¬ 
ble form without a generous loosening of the purse strings. The 
pecuniary reward is only a detail, which, perhaps, business men 
persist in from force of habit, yet. In dog transactions, accept as 
an act of charity to the party who Is to be so greatly benefited. 
On the other hand, let a purchaser, on the strength of anything 
pecuniary connected with the dog being contemptible, attempt to 
ignore the pecuniary part, and he will see that, while theoreti¬ 
cally It is a very pleaeant illusion, practically it is uot worth a 
cent.

Th# Programme of Our Field Trials. 

Flatbcsd, Loxo Island. 
Editor Chicago Field :—In reply to your request for au ex¬ 
pression of views from various sportsmen as regards the most 
efficient and judicious manner of holding field trials, I scarcely 
feel like intruding on the subject, when I consider the imports 
ance of the question, and how much better fitted are the numer¬ 
ous gentlemen you have appealed to; were It not that I feel per¬ 
haps from the simple suggestions I am about to offer, that It may 
lead some to give thl6 matter thought and consideration, and 
result in perfecting our stakes, running rules, and trials, I should 
remain silent. 

In the first place I am fully aware of the difficulty that sur¬ 
rounds the task I am attempting tn solving the problem to con¬ 
struct rules, regulations, and stakes, that will adapt themselves 
to all classes and sections, and overcome the Inborn prejudices of 
the many representatives of each locality that assemble to com¬ 
pete at our several trials; In fact it can only he answered by the 
word, Impossibility. But that should uot deter us from attempts 
lug to produce that which will prove as satisfactory and as near 
perfection as Is possible and probable under all existing circum¬ 
stances. 

Without wearying the reader farther by debating the pros and 
cons, of the many serious and conflicting interests attendant upon 
this thankless task, I would say in the flrst place, I am firmly 
convinced of the advisability of the abolishment of the Nursery 
Stake, or more plainly speaking a stake for youngsters under 
twelve months of age, for the following reasons. I deem a 
pup under one year of age, sufficiently forced In his tuition to 
successfully compete in such a stake, jeopardizes his future, and 
very injurious. Then every one who has had any experience in 
taking oneof these youngsters on the cars, jostled hither and 
thither, made to sleep in all sorts of shelter, and eat all kinds of 
food, can only appreciate the trying ordeal this tender whelp Is 
subjected to. I would therefore respectfully Buggest the abol¬ 
ishment of the NurBery Stake, and to commence the trials with a 
Post Derby, i. e. a stake for eighteen months’ pups, their birth to 
date from"the flrst day of May, or after, in each year, and by the 
term Post Derby I would apply the meaning of the term as used 
in horse-racing to our Puppy Stake, viz.: Giving the breeder the 
privilege of nominating on the payment of $5 for each nomina¬ 
tion, as manj’ nominations as he would like to train for the 
event, then on the closing of the entries he must select and 
name such pups from bis nominations as he deems wisest and 
moBt fit to run, and pay an additional $5, for each and every 
nomination he names and fills. This would result In giving the 
breeder or owners a chance of placing several pups In training 
and selecting from these one or two, or even more, to run, and 
another salutary effect It would have In purging the stake of all 
Inferior whelps who only waste birds and time. 

Next I would advocate an All-Aged open stake for pointers aDd 
setters, and the animals to be bandied And run by men or sports¬ 
men who never broke or bandied a dog for any compensation, 
strictly speaking, amateur handlers. 

Next 1 would offer a Champion stake open to all pointers and 
setters, of any age, no restriction whatever. 

Then I should conclude with the Members or Club stake open 
to members’ dogs only, each dog to he run and handled by his 
owner through the trial. 

Now aB regards the Judges and judging, I would say a few 
words before concluding, though I know it will meet with strong 
opposition, but nevertheless here goes. I would suggest to the 
clubs that are to hold trials to elect three or five Judges, and 
then let each judge take at one and the Bame time a brace of 
dogs’ and hnnt them in different directions and on different 
ground and blrda until the flrst aeries are all run, changing 
Judges and dogB every time until all the series of beatB are run, 
aDd when the final heat ia run, let all the Judges come together. 
This would save time, and besides, the Judges would be 
changing dogs almost all the time until the few final heats were 
run. The friends and partlzans of each brace could follow the 
dog and Judge, and by this method you could devote more time 
to each brace, and avoid putting doge down on the ground and 
birds from which the previous brace have been taken up. By 
this method you could hunt doge closer to the manner of the rule 
which says all dogs must be bunted as In an ordinary day's 
shooting. 


Appended find a table of stakes and purses I would advise. 
I believe, by offering the stakes and purses I have mentioned, 
and commencing Monday, the club would be sure to end before 
Saturday night, and give better satisfaction than has existed 
heretofore. By giving the four purses in each stake, I am con¬ 
fident more would enter, and keep the flgbtand interest up to the 
last. 

The Post Derby, $325; Open to all puppleB eighteen months 
old, whelped on and after the flrst day of May, in each year; 
entrance fee, $15; forfeit, $5. First, cash, 1150; second, $100; 
third, $50; fourth, $25.

$50. 

Member’s or Club Stake, $825. Entrance, $10; forfeit, $5;

$25. Total amount purses, $1,200. 

I have written the above in great haste, as I am particularly 
busy with the opening of Spring. The snow and ice are all gone, 
the frost is almost out of the ground, and the mud is fast set¬ 
tling. The blue birds are singing cheerfully, and everything 
wears a general spring-like appearance. All the dogs are doing 
finely, and I sympathize with you of the West when I read Buch 
discouraging weather reports, and the terrible amount of snow 
you are inflicted with.

A Sure Cure for Worms. —Wooster, Ohio .—Editor Chicago 
Field : —I believe 1 breed as many, If not more puppies, than 
any other four breeders In America, and consequently have had 
about as much trouble as any one man ought to Ijpve; or as much 
as 1 care to go over again lu the way of losing young stock, 
through that curse to kennels—worms. In almost every Issue of 
the Chicago Field I sec in your answers to correspondents, pre¬ 
scriptions for some one in this respect, viz., to rid their dogs of 
worms. Allow me to say that I have tried everything that I have 
ever seen recommended, with more or less success, generally 
less. Santonlne and areca nut kill more puppies than the worms 
do. The old saying is, “Experience Isa very good teacher," and 
I have bad the experience. I think I have “the sow by the ear,” 
or rather, the worm by the tail, and know that if your readers will 
cut this out, and paste It In their hats they need not bother you 
hereafter for a worm cure. My remedy is not new, but Is known 
to many, and at one time appeared In your paper. I have used 
It with great success, aud hope It may be of some benefit to the 
canine sufferers If administered as directed. First, proceed to 
your butcher’s and get a small piece of beef’s or calf’s entrails, 
say three or four Inches long, and tie one end shut tightly; of 
turpentine take a teaspoonful or more, according to size of dog, 
mix with a little castor or cod liver oil; pour this Into the skin 
and tie the other end tightly, as close to the turpentine as possi¬ 
ble, so as to make as small a bulk as can be made. Thle you 
will see forme a sort of capsule. Open the dog’s mouth, and with 
the two forefingers force It down his throat. It Is sure to land 
In the right spot, and among the dog’s enemies. When thle ex¬ 
plodes there surely will and must be a scattering or crawling 
among the worms, which will pass off with other matter from the 
dog, but scarcely noticeable. Out of one hundred and fifty-one 
puppies bred last year, I did not lose a solitary one from worms. 
Sometime hereafter, with your permission, I will give you my 
theory as to the origin of these pests, how soon, and where 
noticeable, and how to treat the bitch before and after whelping, 
to guard against the puppies having worms. Killbuck. 

Production of Sex at Will. —Rockford, 111 .—Editor Chicago 
Field ,'—1 have read with Interest the communications in the 
Chicago Field upon the subject of the production of sex at 
will. Last Spring I bred exactly the opposite of the breeding 
done by T. D. A. I kept the bitch until the nineteenth day 
from the time she came In season, when Bhe would not receive 
the dog at first, but did the next day, and the result was, seven 
male and three female whelps. I have always bred the same 
way, with good results. I will mention odb case In particular, 
that of a Scotch terrier bitch. The flrst time I kept her up until 
the seventeenth day of her seasou, and the result was five male 
puppies. The next time I kept her up for the same period, aud 
she had six dog puppies; no females in either litter. I then sold 
her to a party living twelve miles from here, and when she came 
In season she came back to me. 1 did not know how long she 
had run, ao I bretTher to the same dog as before, and the result 
was four females and one male. Upon Inquiry I found she had 
been in season but ten days when she got out of her owner's 
barn and came back to me. I could meDtion a number of simi¬ 
lar caacB with the same result. J. H. 8.

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THE PROPOSED NEW YORK CAME LAW. 

We present to our readers a summary oi the proposed game 
law of the state of New York, as recommended by the Long 
Island Sportsmen’s Association, and the New York Society for 
the Protection of Game. 

The law prohibits the taking, chasing with dogs, or killing of 
aDy moose, or the selling, exposing for sale, or having In pos¬ 
session the ssme. 

It prohibits the chasing or killing of wild deers, save only 
from August 15 to December 1, In each year, and prohibits the 
killing entirely, for the next three years, In the counties of Suf¬ 
folk and Queens. No fawn to be killed when in spotted coat. 
No trap, spring gun, or other device to be used for killing deers. 
Makes It unlawful to pursue deers with dogs, and authorizes any 
person to kill dogs when found runnlog deers, and prohibits the 
killing of wild deers by crusting, or the entering of any place 
where wild deers are yarded to kill the same. 

It makes the close season upon wild ducks, geese and brants, 
from May 1 to September 1, except In the waters of Long Island, 
where the close season extends to October l. Prohibits their kill¬ 
ing at any time between sunset and daylight, or their pursuit with 
lights or lanterns, and with any other than a gun raised at arms 
length, and fired from the shoulder. 

It prohibits the use of floating battery, or decoys, or the con¬ 
struction of bow boose at greater distance than twenty rods from 
the shore, excepting In the waters of the Great South bay, west 
of Smith’s point, Pecoulc, or Shlonecock bays, Lake Ontario, the 
river St. Lawrence, or the Hudson river below Albauy; and also 
sailing for wild fowl, except coots, or the shooting from sail 
or steam vessel, except In the waters of Loog Island sound, Lake 
Ontarto and the Hudson river, below Nyack. 

The killing of quails Is limited from October 35 to December 
35, and In the counties of Montgomery, Schenactady, Saratoga 
and Albany none may be killed within one year from the pas¬ 
sage of the act. It protects hares and rabbits, except from 
October 1 to December 25; woodcocks, except from July 1 to 
December 25; and black and grey squirrels, ruffed grouse, pin¬ 
nated grouse, and spruce grouse, except from October 1 to De¬ 
cember 25. Netting, snaring and trapping are entirely prohib¬ 
ited. It protects all song and lusectlvorous birds, but allows 
the killing of robins, meadow larks and starlings during Octo¬ 
ber, November and December. 

It makes the usual provision for naturalist , except in the 
counties of Kings, Queens and Suffolk, where the act shall apply 
to all persons. The nests and eggs of all wild birds, except 
crows, hawks, blackbirds and owls, are protected; and the use 
of traps, snares, grain soaked In alcohol, drugs, or stupefying or 
deleterious substances for the capture of wild birds Is forbidden. 

The catching of brook or speckled trout, with any device 
other than hook and line held In the hand, or attached to hand 
rod, except In waters wholly private, Is entirely prohibited; 
and no person may catch or kill, or sell, or expose for sale, or 
have In possession any speckled trout, save only from April 1 
to September I. 

California trout are protected except from May 15 to Sep¬ 
tember 1; and salmon or lake trout, in the Inland lakes, shall not 
be caught from October 1 to April 1,except In Lake George, 
where the prohibition runs until May 1. 

Black bass shall not be taken In the waters of Lake Mahopac 
or Dutchess county, between January 1 and July 1; or Lake 
George between January 1 and July 20; or any black bass or 
striped base weighing less than one-half pound at any time, or any 
black baas, Oswego bass, or muscalooge, In any other waters of 
the 6tate, between January 1 and June 1, unless alive for prop¬ 
agation, except that bass and muscalonge may be caught In the 
St. Lawrence, Clyde, Seneca and Osage rivers, Lake Erie, Lake 
Ontario, Lake Conesns, and the Niagara river above the falls, 
between May 20 and January 1. Black bass shall not be taken 
InSchroon lake or river, Paradox lake, or Friends lake, In Essex 
and Warren counties, between January 1 and July 1. 

The shutting or drawing off any water for the purpose of catch¬ 
ing fish Is prohibited, and no fish may be taken In Tonawanda 
creek, between Moulton’s dam and Cotton’s dam for a period of 
three years. 

The taking of fish, except with a book and line, Is prohibited 
In all the Inland and fresh waters of the state, save only In the 
following waters, viz.: The Hudson river below the dam at 
Troy; Black Lake,8t. Regis river, Grass river, and Rackett river, 
below the line of the Ogdensburg and Lake Champlain R. R., 
and Lake Ontario, excepting the American side within three 
miles of the mouth of Niagara river, Great Sodus bay, Port bay,

East bay, Henderson bay, and also, except In Lake Champlain, 
from October 1 to November 15, and In the waters of the Wel- 
klll river, where suckers and eels may be caught for family use, 
during the months of March and April, and October and No¬ 
vember, with a single fyke with mesbes one-half Inch square. 
And, also except that part of the waters of Lake Ontario In the 
county of Jefferson, and parts of Oswego county and within one- 
half mile of the outlet of Salmon river, excepting the Bhoals 
adjacent to Henderson bay, on the lake side from the main shore 
to and including Smoke Ialand, except during the months of No¬ 
vember and December. 

In Lake Erie and Lake Ontario the meshes of all nets used 
shall not be less than two and one-quarter Inches square, and 
upon the Hudson river, below the Troy dam, they bhall be not 
less than one and one-quarter Inches; and In all other Inland 
waters, where allowed, shall not be leas than one Inch square. 

No drag net may be UBed in Coney Island creek or Gravesend 
bay from May 1 to October 1. No nets, seines, gill nets or fykes 
shall be set within five hundred yards of low water mark along 
the Coney Island, from the mouth of Coney Island creek to 
Coney island point, bounding Gravesend bay southerly and 
westerly from May 1 to October 1, and the meshes of nets, used 
there In season, may not be less than two Inches square, except 
that stationary hoop nets, suitable for eel aud flounder fishing 
may be used In Gravesend bay between October I and May 1. 

The provisions of the act concerning trespass, and the protec¬ 
tion of lands or waters used for the propsgatlon of game or flsb, 
are full and complete. 

The building and maintaining of flsh-ways Is fully provided 
for, and the taking of flah within the Immediate vicinity of the 
same la prohibited. 

The weights of flsh exposed for sale, are regulated as follows; 
blue-flsh not less than three-quarters of a pound each; weak-ttsh, 
black baas, striped bass, sea baas, porgles or flounders, not leas 
than one-half pound each; white perch, mullet, butter or sun-flsh 
not leas than one-quarter pound; yellow perch not leas than one- 
tblrd pound. Spanish mackerel uotless than one pound, shad not 
less than one and one-half pounds, or troutnot less than one-quar¬ 
ter pound each. Eels to measure not le6s than fifteen Inches 
before or twelve inches after dressing. 

The following bounties for the destrctlon of game-deatroylng 
animals and birds to be paid by the state, viz: Grown wolf, $30; 
pup wolf,$15; panther, $20, and hawks, twenty-five cents each. 

It Is made the duty of Bherlffs to deputize, as special deputy 
sheriffs, who shall be known as “county game protectors,” such 
persons as may be designated by the president of- the New York 
State Association for the Protection of Fish and Game; such 
officers to have the eame general powers as deputy sheriffs for the 
enforcement of the act. 

Section thirty-four of the act, allows the Belling of game birds 
from December 25 to February 1, and venison until March 1; 
provided, It be proven that such birds or game were killed with¬ 
out the state, or within the periods provided by the act. 

This seems to us a very objectionable feature, and mars what 
appears to be, otherwise, a most oomplete and perfect bill. It 
was undoubtedly putln the act as a measure of compromise with 
the game dealers. We shall have more to say upon this subject 
at a future time. 

THE NEW YORK DOC 8HOW. 

The approaching New York bench show, given under the au- 
Bplces of the Westminster Kennel Club, of New York, promises 
to be the largest ever held In this country, and one of the largest 
In the world. 

The club has selected as judges, Major J. M. Taylor, of Lex¬ 
ington, Ky.; Hon. Jno. 8. Wise, of Richmond, Va.; Mr. 8. T. 
Hammond, of Springfield, Mass.; Dr. J. S. Niven, of London, 
Ont.; and Dr. L. H. Twaddell, of Philadelphia, Pa., and we sin¬ 
cerely trust that, without a single exception, they will decide to 
act, aa each one Is fully competent, and of Integrity so well 
known, that their awards would pass unquestioned even by those 
who differed from them In judgment. 

As will be seen by a communication from Mr. Chas. Lincoln, 
superintendent, published In our kennel department, a number 
of railroad companies have agreed to transport dogs to and 
from the show free of charge, and we have Blnce been Informed 
that this rule has been adopted by all the transportation lines. 
The various express companies have all agreed, upon prepay¬ 
ment of the regular rates to the show, to return exhibitor’s dogs 
free. 

The Westminster Kennel Club has decided to offer the follow¬ 
ing special prizes, in the shape of either cups or gold medale, to 
be determined hereafter, for dogs that have run and been placed 
In any field trials In America; for the best pointer dog; the best 
pointer bitch; the best English setter dog; the best English set¬ 
ter bitch; and the same for Irish setters. No prize was offered 
for Gordon setters, as but one of that breed could comply with 
the conditions, and there would be no competition. 

Among the additional specials are: $25 for the beet English 
setter amoDg the V.H.C.’s of the Bhow; $25 for the best pure 
Laverack setter dog ; $25 for the best English setter dog for stud 
purposes, to be competed for only by winners of not less than 
three first prizes, and records of previous get to be taken Into 
consideration ; also $25 for Irish setters under same conditions. 

The recently-formed Cocker Spaniel Club will probably offer 
several specials for tbat breed, and we trust this club will, also, 
not let pass the opportunity, afforded by this show, for establish¬ 
ing a standard for the cocker spaniel of America. 


Thb Proposed Removal or Colonel Akers. —We are In¬ 
formed by our correspondent Climax, whose communication will 
be found In our fisblog department, tbat rumors are In circula¬ 
tion pointing to the removal of Colonel Geo. F. Akers, the pre*- 
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ent fish commissioner for Middle Tennessee, and the appointment 
by the Governor, of some other gentleman to the position. Col 
Akers has, considering the means placed at hta command, made an 
unusually efficient commissioner, and, as our correspondent says 
has contributed largely from his own meaus toward successful fish 
propagation Id Tennessee. It Is a position tbat many may think 
they can fill, but only a very few are found qualified for, ami i In¬ 
experience the present commissioner bas bad will add greatly i Q 
the value of his future work. Taking this experience Into con¬ 
sideration, coupled with Colonel Akers’ well-known zeal and ac¬ 
tivity In the cause, we do not believe his equal, and certainly 
not his superior, can be fouDd In the state for this position. 
We would earnestly protest against any such change, and sin 
cerely trust such rumors may prove groundless. 


The New Kansas Game Law. —The legislature of the stale 
of Kansas, just before adjourning, passed a new game law, wblck 
received the approval of tbe governor on March 5. The new law 
limits tbe open season on prairie chickens to the months of Sep¬ 
tember, October, and November, and quails can only be killed 
during November and December, and prohibits entirely tbe net, 
ling or trapping of either. Tbe kllllDg of all other wild birds, 
excepting wild geese, ducks, hawks, crows, owls, snipes, curlews, 
plovers, sandpipers, bitterns, herons, and cranes, Is entirely pro? 
hlblted. Our correspondent Informs us, and tbe provisions of 
the set corroborate bis statement, that the bill wa6 passed In a 
hurried manner, and without due consideration. 8portmien, 
however, Bhould remember that It Is the law, and should not only 
comply with Its provisions, but should assist in Its enforcement, 
trusting tbat at some future time the law-makers of tbe state 
may become sufficiently educated upon the question of game pro- 
tlon, to enact a law more equitable and Intelligent than the pres¬ 
ent one seems to be. 


Doos of America. —Mr. 8. E. Casslno has published a series 
of portraits of well-known and representative dogs of the va¬ 
rious breeds used for sporting purposes, and owned by sports¬ 
men In America. The style of the work is entirely original, ami 
will have no competitor In any of the many works on dogs 
heretofore published In this country and England. The pic¬ 
tures are painted from life by Alex Tope, Jr., whose Upland 
Game Birds and Water Fowl of the United States, and wood 
carvings of game birds have made him familiar to the sports¬ 
men art lovers of this country. The pictures are exact re¬ 
productions of the water color paintings, and are mounted on 
heavy card board, sixteen and a half by twenty, and are a 
convenient size for framing, or for a portfolio.

THE TROUT FLY ROD. 

This rod should be In length from ten and one-balf to eleven 
and one-half feet, and should weigh from eight to ten ounces. 
The reel should be placed behind the band near the extremity 
of tbe butt. The handle above the reel should be one Inch In 
diameter, and eight Inches long. Immediately above the handle 
of the rod the size should diminish suddenly for about two Inches, 
and from that point run on a perfect taper to tbe end of the tip. 

The rod should be made of three joints, viz,, butt, second 
joint, and tip. The jolot ferruleB on all rods should be made 
seamless; all soldered or braized ferrules are liable to open on 
the seams and cannot be made as smooth on the Inside as man¬ 
dril drawn ferruleB, and consequently as good fits cannot be se¬ 
cured. The second joints and tips should be made of tbe beat 
selected lance wood, and If any Imperfection ahould show Itself 
It should be rej-cted. In English rods the tips are usually 
made of two or more pieces spliced. It Is claimed for them that 
they keep their place better, and are not as liable to warp with 
use. I do not think that there la any objection to the spliced 
tip. 

The rings on the rod should be two on butt, four on second 
joint, and five on each tip. There should always be an extra tip 
wltb each rod. 

The joint ferrules should never be riveted on a fly rod. They 
should be closely fitted and set with the best orange shellac, 
which should be applied to the wood over the flame of a spirit 
lamp, and the ferrule then crowded on, heating the ferrule over 
the lamp. Whenever a ferrule thus set becomes loose It can

Editor Chicago Field :—In the Chicago Field of January 
29, in the Boone to Guido letter, I note Boone's remarks as to 
the superiority of large gauge guns for duck shooting. I osslbly 
a few words as to the style of armament used by all first class 
clubs, and at private shooting poiuts on the tributaries of the 
Chesapeake Bay, may be of interest to some of the many readers 
of the Chicago Field. , .. . 

With us heavy eharges are iudispensable, the major portion or 
our shooting being at long range, either from point or blind, con¬ 
sequently we are compelled to have special guns for this work. 
Ten-gauKe we find too small for general use, though many use 
them at times, loading with five drachtn 6 powder (occasionally 
with six) and one and one-fourth ounceB shot,weight of guns being 
from ten to twelve pounds. Eight gauge Is mainly used, quality 
of barrel and workmanship Is closely scrutinized, weight thirteen 
and one-half to seventeen pounds, possibly a majority of guns 
being fourteen to fifteen pounds weight, such being readily 
handled, even over decoys, by any man of ordluary physical 
ability. The orthodox charge up to fifteen pounds, Is seven 
drachms powder aud one and three-quarter ounce shot, mainly 
Nos. 2 or 1, except In the early season, when No, 4 kills readily. 
Guns over fifteen pounds, are usually chambered for the extra 
long shells, taking eight to nine drachms of powder, with two 
ounces of shot. Some few guns, weighing about twenty pounds 
are U 6 ed with ten drachma of powder. These guns are all double 
breech loaders and very effective. Single eight gauge guns are 
but seldom purchased, there being no advantage In tbelr use, as 
weight would be essential to avoid recoil; consequently If the 
weight Is there the utility of the second barrel is apparent. In

In a back number of the Chicago Field, I remember to have

Seeing Shot in (lie Air. 

Quincv, III. 

Editor Chicago Field; —You may remember some years ago 
of an article going tbe rounds of the press, about some one at a 
rifle range seeing a rifle ball during the period of Its flight from 
the muzzle of the gun to the target. 

Have you ever heard of seeing the same sight with a load of 
shot! 

During the practice shooting of the Quincy Shooting Club for 
the state tournament here a few years ago, I saw several loads 
of Bhot between the muzzle of tbe gun and tbe object shot at. I 
was “ scooting ” on tbe outside, and at first did not know what 
It was that 1 saw;but after watching the phenomenon fora while, 
to the wonder and astonishment of my fellow " scouts,” I would 
call" dead bird ” or " lost bird,” before they could tell anything 


honey-combed, aud I also believe they will furnish the powder 
aud pay for any bursting that Is caused by Its use, you to con¬ 
duct the trial. I am convinced, from what I have already seen, 
that the bursting force of the Dlttmar Is much less than that of 
the best black powders, at least twenty-five per cent. less.

Editor Chioaqo Field ; —For the first time In many long 
years, the Bportsmen are again enjoying themeelves shooting 
ducks on the ever reliable, famous and historical river, tbe Big 
Miami. 

Acres and acres of them can be seen floating down the river, 
but it seems, so far, very few have been brought to bag, od ac¬ 
count of the openness of the surrounding country, and conse¬ 
quent scarcity of blinds to shoot from. The flooded corn fields, 
called tbe "back-waters,” afford the best chances for sport, be¬ 
sides one Is more certain of getting what he "halts.” 

The very frequent reports heard In the far off distance, make 
one smile. Yesterday, one poor old mallard flew tbe gauntlet of 
ten men, and, after having been shot at thirteen times at a 
killing range—all the Bhooters standing in a space not covering 
over two acres—sailed grandly on, and Is In all probability flying 
yet, as the last I saw of him, he was crossing the river, evidently 
as healthy and vigorous a looking mallard as ever I saw. 

While driving along close to the banks of the river yeBterday, 

I came to an opening where a good view of the river was to be 
had, and what a scene was presented to my eyes. In a space 
along the bank, covering, I should judge, two or three acres, I 
counted twenty-three men and boys lying cIobb behind piles of 
brush heaped up along the shore, anxlouely awaiting with 
tightly clutched guns, the arrival of some poor, unfortunate 
duckB. Having plenty of leisure time at my disposal, and wish¬ 
ing to see the fun out, I awaited tbe result. Hitching my 
horse In a secure and secluded spot, I walked toward the banks 
of the river, where I could observe everything, and not be In the 
way. I must have waited ten minutes, when the first sports¬ 
man (!) at the farther end, gave a warning note with his whistle, 
then quiet relgDed supreme, and a moment after I saw away off 
In tbe distance a flock of ducks flying, apparently, directly Into 
death’s arms. On they came; now, now Is the time to deal death 
amongst them. 0 ! what a mistake I have made; every gun In 
the party belched forth, resembling artillery In action, and what 
is the result? Only one out of the whole flock falls badly crip¬ 
pled, the reBt sail, as the single solitary one of yesterday, grandly 
across the river. After the excitement had somewhat subsided 
among the shooters, I walked down among them, and asked one 
of the party; “How’s luck, boys!” "O we got him," remarked he, 
holding him proudly up for me to get a look. It was not, as I 
had supposed, a mallard, but was what Ib commonly known as a 
dlve-dlpper, which mainly feeds on fish, and consequently, on 
account of Its fishy flavor, Is not fit to eat. The above party 
had been out since 6 a. m., and had in all bagged BeveD mallard, 
and five of the dlve-dlpper species. 

Tbe gunB represented by the above consolidation—they were 
going at the finish to divide evenly—If owned by a museum man¬ 
ager, would have made his heart swell with gladness. One, which 
I examined, had Its lock fastened with twine, while another had 
only one hammer, which the owner said, only needed a little 
tightening to make It shoot as good as a ten dollar gun. All the 
guns, with the exception of one or two, were of that klud that 
are, as a general rule, more dangerous to the manipulator than 
to the game or object shot at, and more to be feared at the breech 
than In front. 

I have had no duck shooting this season yet, nor do I want 
any whilst this reckless and dangerous shooting Is going the 
rounds. Several of the legitimate boys report fair bags, which 
range all the way from ten to forty. Wick. 

Observer Tells How It was Done. 

St. Louis, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field;—" Who did It; what It was he did; 
where he did It; when he did It; wbat be did It with; who saw 
him do It; wbat It cost him to do It; and all about It,” Is the sub¬ 
ject of a small editorial In a large New York sporting (!) paper 
of last week, referring to an accident described in another part 
of the said paper, and written antagonistic to the Dlttmar

burst by the Dlttmar powder, It states: " The contestants were 
all shooting under the same conditions of powder, shot, etc.,” 
which would Infer that all were loading from the same powder, 
shot, and measure. ....... 

There must have been a goodly number of shooters, for the 
names of five are given as among those present; and It Is also 
clear that considerable shooting had taken place from the aame 
powder, for It was in shooting off the ties that the accident oc- 

It took three persons to manage this old musket, for "Job 
Swain carefully measured out with a Dixon’s gauge three and 
one-half drame,” “George Slsoo loaded the gun,” and “poor De- 
lany pulled tbe trigger.” 

Now It Is the first Instance I ever came across of any limit 
being placed upon the charge of powder, but I think It Is a very 
necessary precaution In all matches, where worn out and Inferior 
guns are used In public assemblages. 

Very probably Sisco’s gun was Introduced Into this country 
by his great grandfather, and originally came over as a " flint 
aDd steel.” 

Nothing Is stated in this elaborately gotten up satire, except 
that Sisco got a new gun In exchange for his old one, through 
the generosity of the Dlttmar Company, without thinking that 
It would be used against them as an acknowledgement that 
the accident was caused by any fault In their powder. 

If the account Is a correct one, It convinces me that the acci¬ 
dent never occurred from any fault of the powder, for If that had 
been the case, why were not all the guns burst In which this 
"dangerous compound" was used! If Sisco’s gun had been 
burst when uslDg any kind of black powder, no notice would have 
been taken of it, but It would have been dismissed with the re¬ 
mark, “gun worn out,” etc. 

A history of 8 Isco’b gun, with original cost, condition of bar¬ 
rels, length of servitude, etc., would be Interesting, and the Dltt¬ 
mar Company might probably get It for a dollar, or one-fifth of 
the original cost of the gun. 

I have seen a good deal of twaddle about this Dlttmar pow¬ 
der, and have made up my mind to try It, for It appears only a 
fewgnns have burst In UBlng It, to perhaps thousands with black

The habits of the salmon In the ocean are not easily studied, 
yulnuat and silver salmon of every size are taken with the lelne at 
, almost any season In Puget Sound. The qulnnat takes the hook 
. freely In Monterey bay, both near the shore and at a distance of 
> six or eight miles out. We have reason to believe that these two 
species do not necessarily seek great depths, but probably remain 
not very far from the mouth of the rivers In which they were 
s spawned. 

i T* 10 b lue-back and the dog salmon probably seek deeper 
water, as the former Is seldom or never taken with the Belne in 
tbe ocean, and the latter Is known to enter the Straits of Fuca at 
the epawolug season. 

The great majority of the qulnnat salmon and nearly all the 
blue-back salmon enter the rivers In the Spring. The run of both 
begluB generally the last of March; It lasts, with various modifi¬ 
cations and interruptions, until tbe actual spawning season In No- 
vember; the time of running and the proportionate amount of 
eacb of the subordinate runs, varying with each different river. 

In general, the runs are slack In the Summer, and Increase with 
tbe first high water of Autumn. By the last of August only 
straggling blue-backs can be found In the lower course of any 
stream, but both In the Columbia aud the Sacramento tbe quInDat 
runs In considerable numbers till October, at least. In tbe Sacra¬ 
mento the run Is greatest lu the Fall, and more run lu the Sum¬ 
mer than In Spring. In the Sacramento aud tbe smaller rivers 
southward, there Is a Winter run beginning In December. 

The Spring Balmon ascend only those rivers which are fed by 
tbe melting snows from the mountains, and which have sufficient 
volume to send their waters well out to sea. Such rivers are the 
Sacramento, Rogue, Klamath, Columbia aud Frazer's rivers. 

Those salmon which run In the Spring are chiefly adults (sup¬ 
posed to be at least three years old). Their milt and spawn are 
no more developed than at the same time In others of the same 
species which will not enter tbe rivers until Fall. It would appear 
that the contact with cold fresh water, when In the ocean, In 
some way caused them to turn toward It aud to “ run,” before 
there Is any special Influence to that end exerted by the’develop¬ 
ment of the organs of generation. 

High water on any of these rivers In the Spring is always fol¬ 
lowed by an increased run of salmon. The canners think, and 
this is probably true, that salmon which would not have run till 
later, are brought up by the contact with the cold water. The 
cause of this effect of cold fresh water Is not understood. We 
may call It an Instinct of the salmon, which Is another way of 
expressing our Ignorance. In geueral, It seems to be true that In 
those rivers and during those years when the Spring run is great¬ 
est, tbe Fall run Is least to be depended on. 

As the season advances, smaller and younger salmon of these 
two species (qulnnat and blue-back) enter the rivers to spawn, 
and In tbe Fall these young specimens are very numerous. We 
have thus far failed to notice any gradations In Blze or appearance 
of these young fish by which their ages could be ascertained. It 
Is, however, probable that some of both sexes reproduce at the 
age of one year. In Frazer’s river, iu the Fall, quln D at male 
grilse of every sire, from eight Inches upward, were running, the 
milt fully developed, but usually not showing the hooked jaws 
and dark colors of the older males. Females less than eighteen 
inches In length were rare. All large and small, then in the river 
of ether sex, bad the ovaries or milt well developed. 

Little blue-hacks of every size down to six Inches are also found 
In the Upper Columbia lu the Fall, with tbelr organs of genera¬ 
tion fully developed. Nineteen-twentieths of these young fish 
are males, and some of them have the hooked Jawa and red color 
of the old males. 

The average weight of tbe qulnnat In the Columbia, In the 
Spring, Is twenty-two pounds; In the Sacramento about sixteen. 
Individuals weighing from forty to sixty pounds are frequently 
found In both rivers, and some as high as eighty pounds are re¬ 
ported. It is questioned whether these large fishes are: (a.) 
Those which, of the same age, have grown more rapidly; (A.j 
Those which are older bntbave, for some reason, failed to spawn; 
or (e.) Those who have survived one or more spawning seasons.

At these area*distances, when the flab have reached the spawn- coi 
Inc grounds, besides the usual changes of the breeding season, pci 
tbelr bodies are covered with bruises on which patches of white sh 
fungus develop. The fins become mutilated, their eyes are often all 
inlured or destroyed; parasitic worms gather In tbelr gills, they of

C °As the season advances, the differences between the males and J 
the females become more and more marked, and keep pace with 
the development of the milt, as is shown by dissection. 

The males have: (a.) The premaxlllaries and the tip of be 
lower Jaw more and more prolonged, both of them becoming 
finally strongly and often extravagantly hooked, so that either 
they shut by the side of each other like shears, or else the mouth 
cannot be closed, (b.) The front teeth become very long and 
canlue-like, their growth proceeding very rapidly, until they are 
often half an inch long. <e.) The teeth on the vomer and tongue 
often disappear, (d.) The body grows more compressed and 
deeper at the shoulders, so that a very distinct hump la formed; 
t.hla Is more developed In 0. gorbutcha, but Is found In all. («.) 
The scales disappear, especially on the back, by the growth of 
sDODgv skin. (/.) The color changes from silvery to various 
Shades of black and red or blotchy, according to the species. 
The blue-back turns rosy red, the dog salmon a dull, blotchy red, 

and the qulnnat generally blackish. 

These distorted males are commonly considered worthless, re¬ 
jected by the canners and salmon-salters, but preserved by the 
Indians. These changes are due solely to Influences connected 
with I he growth of the testes. They are not In any way due to 
the action of fresh water. They take place at about the same 
time In the adult males of all species, whether In the ocean or in 
the rivers. At the time of the Spring runs, all are symmetrical. 
In the Fall, all males of whatever species, are more or ess die- 
torted Among the dog salmon, which ran only In the Fall, the 
males are hook-jawed and red-blotched when they first enter the 
Straits of Fuca from the outside. The hump-back, taken In 
salt water about Seattle, shows the same peculiarities. The male 
Is slab-sided, book bllled and distorted, and Is rejected by the can¬ 
ners. No hook-jiwed females of aDy species have been seen. 

It la not positively known that any book-jawed male survives 
the reproductive act. If any do, their jaws must resume the nor- 

m On first entering a stream the salmon swim about as If playing; 
thev always head toward the current, and this "playing” may be 
simply due to facing the flood tide. Afterward they enter the 
deepest parts of the stream and swim straight up, with few In¬ 
terruptions. Their rate of travel on the Sicrameoto Is estimated 
by atone at about two miles per day; on the Columbia at about 

three miles per day. . . 

As already stated, the economic value of any species depends 
In great part on Its being a "Spring salmon.” Ills not generally 
possible to capture salmon of any species In large numbers until 
they have entered the rivers, and the Spring salmon enter the 
rivers long before the growth of the organs of reproduction has 
reduced the richness of the flesh. The Fa 1 salmon cannot be 
taken In quantity until their flesh has deteriorated; hence the 
•dog salmon" Is practically almost worthless, except to the In¬ 
dians, and the hump back salmon Is little better. The sliver 
salmon, with the same breeding habits as the dog salmon, la more 
valuable, as It Is found In Puget Sound for a considerable time 
before the Fall rains cause the Fall runs, and It may be taken In 
large numbers with seines before the season for entering the 
rivers The qulnnat salmon, from Its great slzs and abundance, 
Is more valuable than all other fl-hes on our Pacific coast to¬ 
gether. The blue-bark, similar In flesh but much smaller and

^tld of the Russian river and other California Hvcrs, that 
their mouths Ip the time of low water In Bummer, generally be¬ 
come entirely closed by sand bars, and tbat the Balmon In their 
eagerness to ascend them, frequently fling themselves entirely 
out of waller oh the beach. But this does not prove that the 
salmon are guided by a marvelous geographical Instinct which 
leads them to their parent river. The waters of Russian river 
soak through these sand bars and the salmon "Instinct,” we 
think, leads them merely to search for fresh waters. 

This matter la much In need of further Investigation; at pres- _ 
ent, however, we find no reason to believe tbat tbe salmon enter

“ At the hatchery,ou Rogue river, the fish are stripped, marked 
and set free, and every year since the hatchery has been In ope- 
ratlon.sorae of the marked fish have been r«-caugbt. The young 
fry are also marked, but none of them have been re-caught. ’ 

This year the run of -diver Balmon in Frazer's river was very ^ 
light, while on Puget Bound the run was said by tbe Indians to ,, 
be greater than ever known before. Both these cases may be £ 
due to the same cause, the dry Bummer, low water, and conse¬ 
quent failure of the salmon to fled the rivers. Tbe run in the 
Bound is much more Irregular than in the large rivers. One year 
they will abound in one bay and Us tributary stream and hardl y 
be seen In another, while the next year the condliiou will be re¬ 
versed. At Cape Flattery the run of sliver salmon for the pres¬ 
ent year was very small, which fact was generally attributed by 
the Indians to tbe birth of twins at Neah bay. 

In regard to the diminution of the number of salmon on the 
coast: In Paget’s Sound, Frazer’s rtver and the smaller streams, 
there appears to be little or no evidence of this. In the Columbia 
river the evidence appears somewhat conflicting; the catch during i 
the present year 1 1880) has been considerably greater than ever , 
before (nearly 540,000 cases, of forty-eight pounds each, having 1 
been packed), although the fishing for three or four years has t 
been very extensive. On the other hand, the high water of the ] 
, present Spring has undoubtedly caused many flsb to become Spring 
salmon which would otherwise have run In the Fall. Moreover, 

It Is urged that a few years ago when the number caught wag | 
. about half a^ groat as now, the amount of netting used was per- i 
i haps one-eighth as much. With a comparatively small outfit the 
, canners caught half the fish; now with nets much larger and more 
numerous, thev catch them all, scarcely any escaping during tbe 
1 fishing season •( April 1 to August 1). Whether an actual reduc- 
, tlon In the number of flsb running can be proven or not, there 
can be no question that the present rate of destruction of the 
5 salmon will deplete the river before many years. A considerable 
7 number of qulnnat salmon run In August and September, and 
I some stragglers even later; these now are all which keep up the 
i, supply of fish In the river. The nonmiolestatlon of this Fall run, 
j therefore, does something to atone for the almost total destruc- 
e tlon of the Spring run. 

e This, however. Is Insufficient. A well-ordered salmon hatchery 
Is the only means by which the destruction of the salmon In the 
river can be prevented. This hatchery Bhould be under the 
\ control of Oregon and Washington, and should be supported by 
if a tax levied on the canoed flah. It should be placed on a stream 
lg where the q'dnnat salmon actually come to spawn. 

, It baa been questioned whether the present hatchery on the 
I Clackamas river actually receives the qulnnat salmon In any 

' numbers. It Is asserted, in fact, that the eggs of the sliver 
salmon and dog salmon, with scattering qulnnat, are hatched 
ie there. We have no exact Information aB to the truth of these re- 
d ports, bat the matter should be taken Into aerlouB consideration. 
jq On tbe Sacramento there is no doubt of the reduction of tbe 
number of salmon; this Is doubtless mainly attributable toover- 
fishing, but In part It may be due to the destruction of Bpawning 
,1 beds by mining operations and other causes, 
g. As to the superiority of the Columbia river salmon, there Is no 
Je doubt that the qulnnat salmon average larger and fatter In the 
j e Columbia than In the Sacramento and In Puget Sound. Tbe dlf- 
1 D ference In the canned fish Is, however, probably hardly apprecl- 
able. The canned salmon from the Columbia, however, bring a 
n . better price In the market than those from eUewbere Tbe can¬ 
ners there generally have had a high regard for tbe reputation of 
e8 tbe river, and have avoided caonlDg Fall flsb or species other than 
)r _ the qulnnat. In the Frazer’s river the blue-back Is largely 
canned, and Its flesh being a little more watery and perhaps paler, 
ig graded below the qulnnat. On Puget Sound, various species 
be are canned; in fact, everything with red flesh. The best canners 
b e on the Sacramento apparently take equal care with tbelr product 
n _ with those of the Columbia, but they depend largely on the soroe- 
s( j what Inferior Fall run. There are, however, sometimes salmon 
u t canned In San Francisco, which have been In the city markets, 
and for some reason remaining unsold, have been sent to the 
da canners; such salmon are unfit for food, and canning them should 
Ijy be prohibited.

How to Handle You no Trout and 8 a lmon— Rochester, 
N. Y. — Editor Chicago field :—I am frequently asked the ques¬ 
tion by my correspondents who apply for fish, If It would not 
be better to build a tank or pond and keep tbe young fry therein 
until they get larger before depositing them In their waters. For 
the benefit of those Interested I will say that when the young 
fish are first hatched they have a yolk sac attached to them 
which In the trout and salmon families lasts about forty days 
before It Is absorbed. At the New York State Hatchery we care 
for tbe young fry until after this sac Is absorbed and after that 
the sooner they are deposited the better. While the sac Is ou 
them they do not require food, but after It. Is gone they need 
something to sustain them, right away. They can take care of 
themselves much better than any one can care for them, and 
especially an Inexperienced hand. I have known of many In- 
stancee where the parties have tried to keep them and when they 
come to distribute them the number is found to have dwindled 
down very small, and they are very liable to lose them all.
